The mystery of a writer is often locked in those 
works he leaves unpublished. Rafael Martinez Nadal, 
scholar and intimate friend of Lorca’s, explores 
these mysteries in the poet’s unpublished play 
El Publico.

The first of these works, THE BUILDERS was 
written in 1930 and performed in 1937, the same 
year that CHAINS was written. Although the 
latter has yet to be performed, both plays 
exemplify the extraordinary prescience of Henri 
Michaux. 

In THE BUILDERS, Michaux examines life in an 
asylum and reaches conclusions which pre-date the 
most advanced psychiatric thinking. Michaux sees 
the inmates of the asylum as essentially constructive, 
their fantasies, their verbal development, 
continually shattered by the tread of their keepers 
on the enclosing concrete. 

In CHAINS, a rebellious, father-dominated youth 
becomes strong only when his father issues 
orders he can disobey. Yet it is through his 
impulse to revolt that the youth is brought 
finally to an acceptance of his situation. 

Michaux’s treatment of both these situations 
reveals him, as does all his work, to be the great 
precursor of that revolution in sensibility whose 
genesis lies in the solitary charting of inner space 
and whose values are beginning to be 
recognised among the young.

Tambimuttu and Mass are pleased to announce the publication of the second American Edition of this 
Symposium in a limited issue of 750 copies. Although much has been written on the subject of T. S. Eliot, 
this was the first book that attempted to present a picture of one of the finest writers of our time, both 
as a man and a writer. 

It was first published in 1948 as a tribute of affection and esteem, on his sixtieth birthday, from Mr. Eliot’s 
friends and admirers in many countries. It has since played a valuable part in the international dissemina¬ 
tion of his work and has become an important source-book — in first hand reporting of Mr. Eliot s stu¬ 
dent life and early London career. It is chiefly written by people who actually participated in his life and 
career, as friends and critics, like Clive Bell, Conrad Aiken and Wyndham Lewis; or E. Martin Brown and 
Ashley Dukes, for instance, who played critical parts in the development of Mr. Eliot as a playwright. His 
first play. The Rock, we learn, was created from a scenario by Mr. Brown who also gave its title to Murder 
in the Cathedral. 

Some of the translators and critics who helped give an international aspect to Mr. Eliots works: Luciano 
Ancheschi, G. B. Angioletti, Amalendu Bose, Emilio Cecchi, Ernst Robert Curtius, Bishnu Dey, Henri Fluchere, 
Eugenio Montale, Mario Praz, George Seferis and others are also here to describe their first contacts with 
Mr. Eliot, and the effect his poetry has had on the literatures of Europe, India and America. 

Among many more, other distinguished contributors include Marianne Moore, W. H. Auden, Lawrence 
Durrell, John Betjeman, George Barker, William Empson, G. S. Fraser, Louis MacNeice, Stephen Spender, 
Edith Sitwell, Vernon Watkins, Kathleen Raine, Edwin Muir and Pierre Jean Jouve. 

The book is illustrated with photographs of Mr. Eliot at various stages of his career and reproductions of 
some of his earliest MSS written between the ages of seven and twenty. 259 pp. 
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
